The world's greatest benefactors have 
keen scourged; its m ightiest reformers 
have beeu cursed: a w orld's Redeemer 
ht* been spat upon aud caused to suffer 
deatii through the inoopaiiteucy of p reju­ 
dice, eud by its power minorities have 
at times beeu rulers of the world. 
.Superstitious prejudice 
has always 
been a stum bling block to truth. 
It has 
alw ays throw n the standard of revolt 
against good order, 
I t has made inde­ 
cent images its stronghold, and those 
have fallen npon the fresh, young heart 
of virtue with a blighting aud withering 
power. 
Meu whoae 
love and tru th 
m ight have lifted the hum an race above 
the dark clouds of superstition aud igno. 
rauce have been beaten by th e toul 


th e earth and sacrificed his life for the 
inalntetance of the trae laws be had dis­ 
covered. 
A Socrates drank the doadly 
hemlock because he believed in the ex­ 
istence of one trne God. 
Christ suffered 
cruoifixion from tho diseased bend of 
prejudice because th e peoplo at that 
time were not willing to revere the 
great tru th of redemption. The dreaded 
persecution of that uoble army of m ar­ 
tyrs. from Stephen to John Huns, and 
on down to the last vnflerer; the ju s­ 
tice of Aristide* m ade a tool to effect 
his owu ostracism—all this, and much 
more, has ataiued the pages of history, 
while prejudice and nkopticisin have 
boasted of tb eir victories. 
Unprotected innocence was "trie d in 
the faroace and proved pure.' 
It whs 
made fast to "tb s chariot wheels of 
rulara," but gave up not one principle of 
right. 
It was huhed to the cursed stake 
of Papacy, b ut breathed words of for­ 
giveness 10 the existing prejudices. J u s­ 
tice was called an “ infatuated m onster," 
b a t now "sterling" is the demonstration 
given by all mankind. 
The golden 
thread of reason that m ight have worked 
its way throogh the whole fabric of hu­ 
m an life was stopped by tb<-great power 
of popular prejudice aud tinwillingneea 
to believe. 
Human wants were sub­ 
served to it. 
The irresistable voice of 
freedom swelled the air with petitions, 
supplicating for the rights of men. 
But 
thoae that made these cries were left to 
seek protection in the quiet of some cave 
cast behind th e prison bars, from 
thence to see the development of pr 
ciplee. 
Has this picture ever hi 
called forth—-a painter in a quiet ceil. 
tracing out the line of that figure of 
liberty; and has this one failed to mois­ 
ten the eye with tears of pity for the 
noble sufferers for tru th and virtue* 
Bnt a trae principle never rests until 
it has gained the victory, and the germ 
th at was planted grew, the perpetuation 
of which baa inado us what we are to­ 
day. 
Tho biddeu cells of conscience 
were broken, ami there sprang forth 
deep anxieties which seised upon truth 
and justice. 
Then spraug to life inquiry 
and Independent thought. 
A new fire

brought to light, and the whole world 
trembled at their power. 
They showed 
the trem ulous energy ef the age. 
Their 
voice changed the 
condition of the 
world and marked the regeneration of 
the human race. 
Resistance, caused by 
suffering, stim ulated an energy which 
gave birth to this age of action. 
This waa n ot an age of independence; 
It was an age ol interdependence. 
The 
Interdependence of the grand, tho noble 
and the true. 
The inter lepeudeooe of 
tb s gradual nufoldiug aud expanding of 
forcea, principles aud ideas. 
In this 
science reached if* high ataudard. P hil­ 
osophy became 
the true 
science of 
honest investigation, and not the in­ 
strum ent of popular influence, whereby 
political intrigues were made the gov- 
•m ora of a subjected people. 
The 
chains of monopoly, whiob held in con­ 
trol the transmission of intelligence, 
were broken. 
The monopolizing of the 
aaul and body of the plebeian portion 
of humanity became a thing of the past, 
and there conld be seen to rue o at of 
this turm oil the overwhelming frater­ 
nity, tbe brotherhood of man. 
The old 
envirounienta were thrown off, and soul 
linked itself with sonl in the grand 
work of liberating truth and justice. 
History has shown the predominating 
principie that has ever advanced, en­ 
countering all events, rnled by the con­ 
tinuous variation of hnman prejudice. 
This principle is tro th . 
This one ele 
m ent has given rise and culm ination to 
forces, principles and ideas. 
Theee 
ideas emerge.) from the dark cellar of 
akap ticism and extended their influence 
far into tbe future. 
Truth, both intcl 
leotual and moral, baa at last come to 
tb e ideal autocrat of a perfect govern 
m ent. 
1 care not in w hat direction the 
adyance m ay have been taken, tra th has 
ever borne some standard to the m ount 
of victory.

if wo are not ready to do without re­ 
ligión and God in th s life of the nation, 
it will not do to try and leave them oat 
of tb e schools. 
Iu the hails of the na­ 
tion to-day ara th s gradantes of the 
schools of a past generation. 
The grad 
uates of to-day will be the rulers of tb< 
next generation. 
It is tbe graduates of 
the higher schools of learning who make 
and ex route tb e laws. 
Of the disting­ 
uished men of the couutry 75 per oent. are 
oollege graduates. Men and women with 
these advantages will g»t ahead in the 
raoe of life. 
.Southern California in the 
next generation will be a new State, and 
she will be governed by the graduates of 
her schools of to day. 
Now is our time 
to do oar part of the work, and then Die 
men we eduoate will do th eir work in 
tbeir day. The beat way to get (led into 
the Constitution is to get Him into tbe 
schools. 
There is no school, no college, 
no university w orthy the name unless it 
is founded on God as revealed in Jesus 
Christ. 
There must lie also a broad liberality 
of mind in th s schools. 
It is no place 
for narrowness. The narrow, iilibera 
man will fail in th e race. 
W hile w< 
hear much of mO isy, of commerce, of 
accumulation, men must be taught to 
distribute tbeir gains.
